THE SEABOARD AND RALEIGH 
RAILROAD.— We have devoted much 
of our editorial and local space in 
commenting upon-the advantages to 
our city of the proposed Seaboard and 
Raleigh railroad, for which a charter 
was granted by our last General As- 
semnbly, and have called the attention 
of our capitalists and business men 
to the importance of its hearty sup- 

ort, &e. Weare more than pleased 
o see thata lively interest is being 
manifested by the Press of the section 
through which the road proposes to 
run, and to our business men espe- 
cially we call attention to the follow- 
ing extract from an editorial in the 
last number of the Rocky Mount 
Mail: 

‘‘The Seaboard and Raleigh railroad 
isno myth. Where its eastern ter- 
minus will be, has not yet been deci- 
ded. That will depend, to a consid- 
erable extent, upon the contributions 
and assistanee of the public, as well 
ag the practicability and eligibility 
of the point selected. It seems 
to be the general opinion that 
Jamesville, in Martin county asmall 
but enterprising yillage a short dis- 
tance below Williansten, will be the 
lucky place. Jamesville is a new 
Village, but in the last five years has 
rushed ahead tn population, in man- 
ufactures and in allthe clements that 
go to make up a live, progressive, 
prosperous town. It has water coim- 
munication with the counties below 
Martin, and if the new road should 
startthere and go by Williamston, 
Tarbore, Rocky Mount, thence on 
through Nash, in a direct line to 
Raleigh, the fortune of our capital 
will be made, and Raleigh mer- 
chants will have opened before them 
a new and (fertile field from 
which to gather rich preducts and 
profits. 

‘*‘We understand the old bed of the 
Wilmington and Tarboro Railroad 
will probably be used, and with 

roper arrengements, the Tarboro 

ranch can be made tributary from 
Tarboro to Rocky Mount. Then the 
only part of the whole route that 
will be entirely new will be the short 
distance from Jamesville to William- 
ston, some seven or eight miles, and 
the air line from Roeky Mount to 
Raleigh, which will not exceed 
probably forty-five miles. Most of 
the country is well adapted to the 
building of Railroads, and the work 
can be done as cheaply as in any sec- 
tion, as it is level and abounds in 
timber. 
“The gentlemen who are engaged 
in surveying theline for the Seaboard 
& Raleigh Railroad were at Rocky 
Mount this week, and express a very 
favorable opinion of the advantages 
offered in the construction of the 
road on account of the country, the 
supply of timber, &e. 
The people living along the pro- 
posed route should come forward at 
once with their contributions of land 
and money and give this great enter: 
will’ be ‘investments 
that will pay ten fold in the increased 
value of their lands, in their facilities 
in getling to market, in cheapening 
transportation, and in) numbertess 
ways that will readily appear to every 
reflecting mind.” 


LocaL PRONIBITION.—Cts HtstTo- 
RY IN NorTH CAROLINA.—AS HO 
subject is likely to elicit more inter- 
est during the next thirty days, in 


many of the cities, towns and town- 


ships of North Carolina, we propose 
to give our readers a short history of 
Local Prohibition from the time of 
its first introduction into the State to 
the present. 

e learn from the Friend of Tein- 
perance that our townsinan, Theo. 
H. Hill, Ksq., was the first man in 
Raleigh to advocate the measure. 
He drew up for Carolina Council, No. 
94, Friends of Temperance, during 
the summer of 1871, the first memo- 
rial that was ever presented to the 
people for signatures, The move- 
ment therefore originated with Mr. 
Theo. H. Hill in Carolina Council, 
Friends of Temperance. 

Ata Convertion of the Friends of 
Temperance held in Fayetteville, 
August 9th, 1871, of which Rev. R. 
H. Whitaker, of this city was the 
President, the action of Carolina 
Council was unanimously endorsed. 
The State Council of the Friends of 
Temperance which met at Franklin- 
ton, Nov. 8th, 1871, endorsed the 
movement and authorized the Secre- 
tary of that body to prepare a memo- 
rial in the name of the Friends of 
Temperance, of North Carolina, and 
to presentit to the General Assembly. 
This he did, and a bill was intro- 
duced pursuant to the prayer of the 
memorial. That bill passed the 
House of Representatives On Its sec- 
oud re.ding, but failed of a final pas- 
sage in that body for want of time. 
At the Fayetteville session of the 
State Council held November 13th, 
1872, it was again urged upon Friends 
of Temperance to ‘‘agitatein favor of 
Local Prohibition, when and wher- 
ever practicable.” 
At the spring session, held in 
Statesville, May 7th and 8th, 1873, 
the State Council of the Friends, by 
resolution authorized its Secretary to 
print and circulate 2000 copies of the 
memorial in this State for signatures. 
This he did, and the flood of peti- 
tions which came upon the last Leg- 
islature, and which finally resulted 
in the passage of the Local Prohibi- 
tion bill, can now be accounted for. 
Of course, it is well understood we 
take no part nor lot in this matter. 
We have compiled these facts from 
the Friend of Temperance of March 
14th, only to show how the fuss came 
about. If good results, the public 
will know whom to thank; but if 
evil, whom to blame.

the reply was ‘Vero surrexit’’ (He 
is risen indeed). The chief solemni- 
tv always consisted of the celebration 
of the Lord’s supper. In Germany 
and in other Kuropean countries, 
Faster eve is celebrated with bonfires 
and numerous other rites. The 
churches are lighted with great ed 
chal tapers. The characteristic Eas- 
ter rite, and the one most widely dif- 
fused, is the use of ‘Peach eggs’ (Eas- 
ter eggs). 
of various colors with dye woods or 
herbs, and people mutually make 
presents of them; sometimes they 
are kept as amulets, sometimes eaten: 
games are also played by striking 
them against one another. In Scot- 
land it used to be the custom for the 
young people to go out early ‘Peach 
Sunday’’ and search for wild-fowl’s 
eggs for break fast, and it was thought 
lucky to findthem. There can be 
little doubt that the use of eggs at 
this season was originally symbolical 
of the revivification of nature—the 
springing forth oflife in spring. The 
practice is not confined to the Chris- 
tians; the Jews used eggs in the feast 
of the Passover. From the Christian 
int of view, this ‘Feast of Eggs’ 
been usually considerd as emble- 
matic of the resurrection and of a 
future life. With the Easter ends the 
season of Lent.

REVIVAL IN THE RALEIGH BAPTIST

ligion as 1858. Ten thousand were 
reported as having professed religion 
in St. Louis, during the past two 
months—all through the West and 
North there has been a great awaken- 
ing, and the good work has been go- 
ing onin many parts of this State 
for weeks.

Nir. Graves has devoted himself to 
the work of an Evangelist for the 
last six years and has been greatly 
blest in his labors. He will go from 
here to Atlanta, where six Churches 
have invited him to hold a meeting 
witi them. After that he willspend 
a week in Columbia, S. C., and then 
attend the session of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, whieh will meet 
early in May, in Jefferson, Texas.
